HIS AUTO BURNED 


And Doctor Postponed His Intended 


Trip to Clearfield. 


Dr. Frank A. Lorenzo early Satur- 


day morning had a narrow escape 
from being seriously burned when for 
a second time in a period of 
two 


weeks a car belonging to him caugh 
fire. 


The first accident resulted in the 


complete desruction of a Nyberg car 
owned by Dr. Lorenzo, and his Ohio- 
99 is partially wrecked as the result 
of a gasoline explosion, which occurr- 
ed while the fluid was being poured 
into the tank on the rear of the car. 


Dr. Lorenzo had just returned from 


witnessing the fireworks display al 
Walston at about 12:30 a. m., and 
anticipating an early morning trip 
to Clearfield, decided to save time by 
filling his tank. The first five gal- 
lons were poured in without mishap. 
But, upon beginning to pour his sec- 
ond can, someone, who 
had been 


holding the top up over the tank, re- 
leased it, and the back of the top 
fell squarely across the spout of the 
can, snapping it on, and causing the 
gasoline to run over the tail light. 


Dr. Lorenzo, who had been accus- 


tomed to an electrically lighted car, 
had forgotten an oil tail light and 
neglected to extinguish it. No sooner 
had the gasoline struck the lamp than 
it was ignited and the flames shot up 
with terrific force. 
With his 
foot 


wedged into the rear spring, on which 
he was standing, a five-gallon can of 
gasoline in his hand, and flames shoot 
ing up about him, the doctor showed 
rare presence of mind, throwing the 
can far over his shoulder, and then 
devoted his time to extricating him- 
self front the car spring. This he did 
not succeed in doing,however, without 
having his fingers and hands scorched 
and slightly blistered.—Punxsutawney 
Spirit.
